Traffic grinds to a halt as more than 3,000 vehicles 
converge on town centre car parks for charity 'cruise'

POLICE this week defended 
their handling of an unregulat¬ 
ed car “cruise” which caused 
chaos in Harlow on Saturday 
night when more than 3,000 
vehicles gridlocked parts of the 
town. 

Traffic came to a standstill as own¬ 
ers of modified cars headed for the 
retail parks off Edinburgh Way for the 
“hyper-meet”, which had been adver¬ 
tised as a charity event raising money 
for Children In Need. 

Although the majority of shops and 
businesses were closed by the time the 
first vehicles arrived at around 7pm, 
customers using the Cineworld cine¬ 
ma and local restaurants found them¬ 
selves trapped for up to two hours as 
police struggled to clear blocked 
roads by setting up one-way systems 
and diverting traffic away from the 
area. 

Officers on the scene reported that 
intruder alarms at shuttered premises 
were set off by booming sound sys¬ 
tems and revving exhausts, while 
police confirmed they were now 
investigating a number of coniplaints 
of speeding and “anti-social driving”. 


Inspector Tom Mitchell said 18 
fixed penalty notices were issued to 
drivers on the night, while two men 
were arrested in connection with 
unrelated offences. 

“The gathering of so many extra 
cars caused considerable disruption to 
local businesses and residents,” he 
said. “There were people out for fam¬ 
ily meals and cinema trips who could¬ 
n’t get home for hours because of the 
sheer number of cars clogging up the 
car parks and roads. 

“There were no marshalls and the 
organisers had no idea how many cars 
were going to turn up. 

“Any other event of this size would 
need to be arranged with consent 
from the relevant authorities and have 
proper procedures in place to min¬ 
imise disruption, but organisers don’t 
want to pay to hire a venue or get a 
licence.” 


Asked whether the police had been 
informed that the event was due to 
take place, he said: “The only reason 
we knew the event was happening was 
because we have officers monitoring 
social networking websites. We were 
never contacted directly by anyone 
involved. 

“If we hadn’t been fortunate 
enough to get extra road policing offi¬ 
cers to the scene to try and sort out the 
traffic chaos we would have had to 
deal with a depleted presence in the 
town centre on a Saturday night.” 

Harlow Council has previously 
taken legal action to ban cruise meets 
in the town’s retail parks. Councillor 
Joel Charles, portfolio holder for 
community and citizenship, said the 
authority would not rule out going 
back to court in a bid to prevent fur¬ 
ther rallies. 

“Nobody wants to stop young peo¬ 


ple having fun and we’re aware there 
seems to have been some effort to col¬ 
lect money for Children In Need at 
this rally,” he said. “However, it’s cer¬ 
tainly not a justification to bring part 
of the town to a grinding halt.” 

But several of the cruisers who 
attended Saturday’s meet contacted 
the Star to complain that police had 
made the traffic problems worse by 
blocking the entrances to car parks 
before they were full. 

“Some people had travelled hun¬ 
dreds of miles to take part and help 
raise money for Children In Need, but 
they were turned away by police 
blocking entrance to the car parks 
when they weren’t even full,” one 
said. 

“The fact is that no-one broke the 
law by attending, and once again there 
was absolutely no trouble. It was just 
a group of likeminded people sharing 
their passion for modified cars.” 

Another added: “I’m sick and tired 
of us being branded ‘chavs’ and ‘boy 
racers’ by people who have no idea 
what happens at these meets. This was 
a brilliant event and no doubt we’ll be 
back again next year bigger and better 
than before.”

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Callous thief dumps 
dog's ashes In drain 


A HEARTBROKEN pet owner was left 
distraught after the thief who stole his car 
dumped a box containing the ashes of his 
beloved dog in a drain. 

Author Philip Moore (50), of Berecroft, was 
determined to give Milo - a Jack Russell who had 
been his companion for more than 16 years - a 
proper send-off after it had to be put to sleep last 
week. 

But after leaving the dog’s ashes in his red 
Suzuki Swift in preparation for the following day’s 
journey to scatter them, he was horrified to return 
the following morning to find his car had been 
stolen. 

“Milo had always loved to sleep on the dash¬ 
board of my car so I’d left the box of ashes there to 
give him one last night in his favourite spot,” said 
Mr Moore, who only moved to Harlow a month 
ago. 

“The car was parked in a proper space where 
people could see it and I never thought for a second 
that it wouldn’t be safe. When I came out the next 
morning to find it gone my heart just stopped.” 

After a frantic search he found the vandalised 
vehicle on the next street with the engine still run¬ 
ning. 

“Windows were smashed and the car had been 
driven into a wall,” he said. “The engine had also 
been left running, but the worst thing was that they 
had taken Milo’s ashes. I was utterly heartbroken.” 

Mr Moore called on his sister, Sharon Balloo, to 
help look for the box of ashes. The pair eventually 
found the empty container next to a nearby drain.

“My brother was inconsolable when he saw the 
ashes all over the drain and street,” said Sharon, 
who lives in Epping. “He was on his knees trying to 
scoop up what was left; it was just devastating. That 
dog meant so much to him.” 

According to Sharon, it was clear that the 
contained ashes. 

“ft had ‘Milo, put to rest on 
November 5’ clearly written on the 
top so it would have been obvious 
to anyone what it was,” she said. 

“The mindless cruelty of it all 
is just incomprehensible.” 

She added: “I only hope 
that one day those responsible 
have something of sentiment 
taken from them to truly under¬ 
stand the pain they have caused.” 

A police spokesperson called 
the act “simply callous and 
unnecessary” and appealed for 
anyone with information regard¬ 
ing the incident, which occurred 
between 10pm on Friday and 
5.30am on Saturday to call them

ing from outside Essex).

MPs back Halfon's call 
for action on fuel tax 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon’s 
hard-fought campaign to cut fuel 
duty has won the backing of 
MPs following a three-hour 
debate in the House of Comm¬ 
ons. 

Mr Halfon, who secured the 
debate after more than 100,000 
people signed his Government e- 
petition, urged ministers to aban¬ 
don January’s proposed fuel duty 
increase of 3p per litre which he 
claimed would “cripple” the 
economy. 

“There can be no doubt now 
about the seriousness of this 
issue,” he said. “Millions of 
members of the public, thou¬ 
sands of businesses and over 100 
Parliamentarians have made it 
100 per cent clear to the 
Government that fuel duty needs 
to go down and not increase next 
year. 

“This is the number one issue 
facing families and businesses 
across the UK. They can suffer 


no longer.” 

More than 100 MPs of all par¬ 
ties have signed the motion so 
far after Prime Minister David 
Cameron opted for a single-line 
whip which allowed backbench 
Tory MPs to vote in favour. 

However, the result of the vote 
is not binding and a final deci¬ 
sion is not expected to be made 
by ministers until later in the 
year. 

Mr Halfon told the Star the 
debate had gone well. 

“It was probably the longest 
day I’ve had since being an MP 
but I felt it went really well,” he 
said. “It was particularly encour¬ 
aging to receive support from all 
parties, and shows that fuel duty 
is an issue affecting families and 
businesses all over the country.” 

He added: “I will continue to 
lobby the Government on this, 
not just for Harlow motorists but 
for motorists everywhere. I hope 
they will listen.”

Pair launch support group for carers of alcoholics 


TWO women with first-hand experience 
of providing help and support for 
someone with an alcohol problem are 
starting a local support group for other 
people in the same position 
Rose and Isobel, who both live in 
Harlow but who have asked for their 
surnames to be withheld to protect their 
loved ones, decided to launch 
CAMUnity to coincide with Alcohol 
Awareness Week. 

“Caring for someone who misuses 


alcohol can be very stressful because 
you never know what you will have to 
deal with next,” said Isobel. 

“Someone who is drinking heavily has 
no inhibitions or consideration for 
anyone else. They can be physically 
aggressive one moment then suddenly 
crash out in an inconvenient place the 
next. 

“It can also cause a lot of arguments in a 
family, and when there are children 
around it is very hard to protect them 


from what is happening.” 

The pair say they decided to set up the 
group after finding local support 
services limited and mainly focused on 
the abusers themselves. 

“Because of the stigma attached to 
alcohol-misuse, it can feel very lonely,” 
said Rose. “The worst thing is feeling 
there is no-one who you can talk to.

confidence to others with similar 
experiences. 

“We hope there will be benefits from 
sharing information with each other and 
to draw on the support of professionals 
who can discuss how to motivate change 
and deal with difficult situations.”

“I’m so grateful to everyone at 
Passmores for pulling together to do 
this for Jamie,” said Tracy, of 
Bishopsfield, Harlow. “Their gen¬ 
erosity has brought tears to my eyes. 

“Thanks to their efforts we’ve 
been able to get him a lovely head¬ 
stone. I can’t express how much that 
means to me and my partner.” 

Jamie was studying for his 
GCSEs at the school when he passed 
away in 2009 at the age of just 15. 
He had suffered from heart problems 
throughout his life.

Son's assault left elderly mother suffering multiple fractures 


A MAN who assaulted his elderly 
mother during a row has appeared in 
court. 

Martin Brown (51) of Longfields, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Friday to 
wounding Alzheimers sufferer Helen 
Brown (85) at the home they used to 
share in The Hides in August. 


But after hearing the evidence, the 
magistrates decided their powers to 
deal with the case were insufficient 
and referred Brown to the Crown court 
for sentence. 

Kathy Wilson, prosecuting, said the 
attack left Mrs Brown in hospital with 
multiple fractures to her skull. 

“An argument had developed and 


the defendant hit her after she slapped 
him in the face,” said Ms Wilson. “He 
told her ‘no one hits me’ and hit her 
again. 

“Police attended the scene and 
found Mrs Brown bleeding and 
bruised. She was admitted to hospital 
where she remained until September 
9. She had multiple fractures of her 


skull around her left eye.” 

Urging the court to ban Brown from 
returning to The Hides, Ms Wilson 
added: “He wants to look after her but 
events have gone beyond that.” 

Brown was granted bail until the 
next hearing on December 22 and was 
ordered not to contact his mother or go 
to her home.

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statement of Community Consultation 


Introduction 

This Statementof Community Consultation (SOCC) explains 
how Veolia Environmental Services (UK) Pic (Veolia) will 
consult members of the public and local communities on 
proposals to develop and operate a rail-linked power station 
next to the existing gas-fired Rye House power station on 
land off Ratty's Lane, Hoddesdon, Hertfordshire. 

The proposed facility 

The proposed power station will include the generation of 
low carbon and renewable electricity to be supplied to the 
National Grid. The total power generation will be enough to 
power 96,000 homes a year - the equivalent of more than 
twice the number of homes in Broxbourne Borough today. 

This will be achieved by processing a combination of natural 
gas and approximately 320,000 tonnes a year of Solid 
Recovered Fuel (SRF) produced from residual waste which 
is left over after recycling. About 90% of the fuel will be 
delivered by rail from London and the remainder will be 
delivered byroad. 

The proposed power station operation will be enclosed 
within a building designed to be compatible with its site and 
setting. The SRF delivered to the site will first be transferred 
into an enclosed storage bunker before being fed into the 
furnace where it will be burnt at high temperatures in a fully 


When we will consult 

We will undertake two phases of pre-application public 
consultation on the project: 

• Public consultation phase one, lasting four weeks from 
17th November 2011. 

• Public consultation phase two, lasting four weeks, 
during early 2012. 

What we will consult on 

The aim of our pre-application public consultation on the 
project is to ensure that both the local community and 
technical consultees have a chance to understand and 
influence our proposals. 

Phase one will set out the background to the proposed 
power station, detailing why the proposed power station 
is needed, how the facility is in line with established 
energy and waste policy and the details of how the 
facility will operate. 

We will consult on the following: 

• our proposals for the site, including how the power 
station will look and operate and the suitability of the 
site; and 

• the scope of the proposed environmental assessment. 

All feedback received in phase one will be reviewed and 
taken into account in the development of our revised 
proposals for phase two. 

Phase two will consult on the detail of our proposed 
Development Consent Order (DCO) application, including: 

• details of our revised planning proposals including how 
the final site will look and operate; 

• the preliminary environmental information we have 
compiled (which will be available via our project 
website); and 

• our proposals for avoiding, minimising and/or 
mitigating any adverse environmental or community 
effects likely to arise in connection with the project. 

During phase two we will also address the requirements 
of Section 48 of the Act concerning the publication of our 
proposed final application for consultation, prior to this 
being formally submitted. 


enclosed and carefully controlled environment. Natural gas 
will also be added at this point to improve the efficiency of 
the process. The hot gases produced in the furnace are used 
to heat water in a boiler to produce steam, which is then 
used to turn a turbine to generate electricity for the National 
Grid. Gases leaving the boiler will be treated to ensure 
they meet emissions standards before they are discharged 
via two chimneys. The power station technology we are 
proposing is highly efficient and proven to work safely at 
similar facilities around the world. 

There is the potential for surplus heat from the boiler to 
be made available for use in a Combined Heat and Power 
(CHP) system by local businesses which would reduce the 
amount of gas or electricity that they need. No connection 
network or infrastructure for a CHP system is included in 
the current proposals. 

The bottom ash produced from burning the SRF will be 
collected and transported off the site to be recycled into 
products for use in the construction industry. We plan to 
transport the ash by rail whenever possible and practical, but 
there may be a need to transport this material by road. 

It is anticipated that construction of the facility will create 
up to 300 new jobs, whilst the operational facility will create 
approximately 45 permanent posts and so contribute to the 
local economy. 

Who we will consult 

1. Community consultees, including the general public 
living in the vicinity of the site, local property owners/ 
occupiers, local businesses, community representatives 
and groups including hard to reach groups; and 

2. Technical consultees, including relevant officers at 
Hertfordshire County Council, Broxbourne Borough 
Council and neighbouring authorities, other statutory 
consultees and the current owner of the site. 

Accessibility of Information 
We will ensure that the consultation information we 
provide on our proposals uses non-technical language or 
that non-technical summaries are made available for all 
specialist or technical reports. 

We have also set up a project helpline and will provide 
written materials so that information is also available to 
those without internet access. Meetings and events will be 
held in accessible venues. 

How we will consult 

We will provide clear and concise public information about 
our proposals throughout the consultation process. 

We will use the following methods to consult on our 
proposals: 


The application process 
Due to the amount of electricity it will generate, the 
proposed power station falls within the definition of a 
‘nationally significant infrastructure project’ under the 
government’s Planning Act 2008 (the Act). We have prepared 
this statement of pre-application consultation in accordance 
with Section 47 of the Act. This is in the expectation that our 
Development Consent Order (DCO) for the project will be 
examined by the Infrastructure Planning Commission (IPC), 
under section 35 of the Act. 

The IPC was formed under the Act to create a new, more 
efficient planning process for nationally significant 
infrastructure projects. The IPC will decide on whether to 
grant consent for this project based on the policies set out 
in the relevant National Policy Statements for Energy, while 
also taking into account domestic and European law, reports 
from affected local authorities and the opinions put forward 
by local communities and other interested parties. Further 
information on the IPC can be found at http://infrastructure. 
independent.gov.uk/ 

This proposal is for “EIA development". Therefore, as part of the 
application process, a full Environmental Impact Assessment 
will be carried out to consider how the power station will affect 
the environment and how these effects can be minimised. 


Feedback 

We are legally required to take into account the responses 
we receive through the consultation process. Consultation 
responses will also betaken into account by the IPC in 
reaching their decision on our DCO application. 

All feedback received during phase one consultation will 
be taken into account in the development of our revised 
proposals for phase two consultation. A summary of 
comments received and our responses will be included in 
our Consultation Report with the final DCO application, 
and will be available on the project website and on 
request. A summary of the feedback received and details of 
our revised proposals will also be made available at public 
buildings in the vicinity of the site and at Hertfordshire 
County Council and Broxbourne Borough Council offices.

Town's role as 
a film location

F ilm crews have been out 
and about in Harlow this 
month shooting new 
psychological thriller 
uwantmelkillhim? But it is not 
the first time the town has 
featured on the big screen. 

As previously mentioned in 
Nostalgia, one of our biggest 
moments in the spotlight came 
when scenes for the controversial 
1970s Stanley Kubrick classic A 
Clockwork Orange were filmed at 
the Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

“I believe they were filmed in the 
Derwent Centre at the time,” said 
local history officer David Devine. 
“It can be seen towards the end of 
the film when the lead character 
Alex, played by Malcom McDowell, 
is receiving treatment.” 

But this wasn’t the first contentious 
film to have a Harlow connection. 
Back in the early 1960s the newly- 
opened town swimming pool was 
used to film scenes for risque movie 
The Yellow Teddy Bears about a 
group of sexually active teenagers. 
The British drama - directed by 
Robert Hartford-Davis and starring 
Jacqueline Ellis, Iain Gregory, 
Georgina Patterson and a handful of 
Harlow students - followed a group 
of girls at an English school who 


wore a yellow teddy bear on their 
uniform to signify that they had lost 
their virginity. 

“I remember the council hired out 
the swimming pool to the film 
company for two days and a group 
of students, probably from Burnt 
Mill, played extras,” said regular 
Nostalgia contributor Ron Bill, who 
was working for Harlow Council at 
the time. 

“The problem was that with the 
film being so focused on teen sex it 
ended up with an ‘X’ certificate 
meaning only those aged over 18 
could go and see it at the cinema. 
All the students who took part were 
too young to get in!” 


As far as Mr Devine can recall, 
those were the only films to have 
used Harlow as a location. 

“Of course the town has had the 
cameras in for endless news reels 
and television programmes over the 
years,” he added. “I know The Bill 
has been shot here a few times and 
we have pictures of the crews in 
Churchgate Street in the 1970s 
filming for a Tomorrow’s World 
feature.”

“Our family believe that our 
daughter, Janette, is the girl 
kneeling down second from 
the left, although we had 
never seen the picture 
before. 

“Unfortunately Janette died 
in March 2009 and so 
cannot confirm this herself, 
but we know she did do 
some brass rubbings there. 
The picture indeed would 
have been taken 
betweenl 965-1967.” 

Ms Simons, who got back in 
touch after speaking to Mr 
and Mrs Saunders, said she 
thought the location could 
be spot-on. 

“I don't remember many 
coach trips and we could 
easily have walked to the 
church from the school,” she 
said. "The only other 
location it may have been is 
Waltham Abbey. Hopefully 
someone will write in who 
knows for sure.”

RESIDENTS are being given the chance to 
help shape a blueprint for Harlow’s future 
by taking part in a new consultation exer¬ 
cise. 

The online survey launched by the Harlow 2020 
partnership - which includes Harlow Council, Essex 
Police, NHS West Essex, Harlow Education 
Consortium and the Voluntary Sector Forum among 
its members - seeks the views of local people on 
issues such as education, leisure, crime and housings. 

The survey also asks for opinions on the provision 
of services and amenities tailored specifically for 
young people, families and the elderly. 

The results will be fed back into the Harlow 2020 
Vision, a document detailing proposals for the town’s 
future and serving as a guide for all other plans and 
strategies affecting the district.

Work starts on £80k lock refurb

Back on Parade after 
a European diversion

PATIENCE may not be a virtue 
traditionally associated with 
major record companies, but it’s 
a sure sign of Parlaphone’s 
unswerving belief in the chart¬ 
topping potential of Morning 
Parade which has given the 
Harlow quintet more than a year 
to release their new single. 

But then overnight success had 
never been part of the plan for Steve 
Sparrow and co, who have finally 
given fans what they’ve been waiting 
12 long months for with Us & 
Ourselves, a typically anthemic 
flourish of infectious synth-pop 
grooves and skyscraping guitar 
swirls. 

Deliberately avoiding the hype and 
hysteria that has proved the downfall 
of so many next-big-things in recent 
years, the band have kept a relatively 
low profile in the UK since releasing 
their major label debut Under The 
Stars, concentrating instead on an 
exhaustive European tour and 
putting the finishing touches to the 
all-important new album earmarked 
for release in 2012. 

Frontman Steve told the Star: “1 
think the common misconception is 
that we’re dead but we’ve been 
focusing on building something over 
in Europe. 

“Expecting instant success comes 


from the way people perceive the 
music industry through things like X 
Factor, but 1 hope anyone who has 
followed our journey knows how 
hard it is. 

“We want to build a platform to 
release a record where there’s a real 
hunger for it.” 

And what a platform they've built, 
from supporting their musical 
heroes Biffy Clyro at Ibiza Rocks to 
playing sold-out gigs in front of up to 
8,000 people in France, Belgium and 


Russia. 

But despite their European success, 
the band still have their feet planted 
firmly on the ground, with Steve 
already fretting about ‘difficult 
second album’ syndrome. 

“You’re always waiting for the big 
moment that says you’ve made it, 
when the ground opens and people 
emerge blowing trumpets in your 
honour,” he said.

I’m thinking ‘I’m halfway 
through writing my best song yet 
and I can’t work out how to finish

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F amiliarity is supposed 
to breed contempt, but in 
the case of the Audi Q5 
sitting happily behind the 
house, nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

In month one it covered enough 
miles to sail through the 
running-in period comfortably 
and in month two the mileage 
has gone up in a yet-more 
dramatic fashion. 

Invariably a family vehicle like 
this attracts more family duties 
and once word has spread the 
phone begins to ring more 
frequently with tasks to be 
carried out. 

An overnight trip to the 
highlands of Fife provided the 
chance to put over 800 miles 
beneath the Q5’s wheels in a 
single hit and also get a proper 
handle on what sort of 
economy it could muster. 

It wasn’t just the distance to be 
travelled, however, as on board 
were two passengers expecting 
to be chauffeured in comfort. 

No worries on that front; the 
standard leather upholstery on 
the S line model meant my 
female passengers were as 
cocooned as they could wish for. 
The six-foot frame of the front 
seat occupant was easily 
accommodated while the

slighter-built lady in the back 
had enough space to snooze 
horizontally for much of the 
M6. 

The climate-controlled cup 
holders are hardly an essential 
bit of kit but being able to cool 
and keep warm various drinks 
at the same time helped to keep 
fatigue at bay. 

With no great hurry to cover, 
the distance the Q5 cruise- 
controlled its way along at a 
steady 75mph, the engine not 
even reaching 2,000rpm and 
noise levels reduced to a gentle 
thrum. 

Even before crossing the border 
the comprehensive trip 


computer was showing over 
40mpg and by the time it rolled 
back into home it had achieved 
a very impressive 46.2mpg. 
Despite this impressive thrift 
I’ve not yet figured out a way 
for the Q5 to actually put 
money back into my pocket, 
and hence I’ve continued to 
explore the outer limits of 
economical driving on the way 
to work. 

Duking it out with the trucks in 
lane one is neither fun or fast, 
but hitting 53.2mpg for the 82- 
mile journey meant commuting 
costing less than £9 a day and 
put a smile on my face. 

I’m hoping for more smiles in 


the coming months, too. Despite 
the ridiculously-warm late 
autumn temperatures leaving 
me cursing. I’m still waiting 
patiently for the first signs of 
proper winter. 

Not that the Q5 doesn’t get on 
with summer of course - the 
dual-zone climate control takes 
care of that - but the lure of 
the heated seats and four-wheel 
drive means smugness comes 
as standard. 

Even on the beefy 19-inch 
summer tyres it would have 
good purchase on snow and ice, 
but a set of winter tyres would 
turn it into a proper 
unstoppable snowbuster. 


Even while the roads are 
merely damp, the combination 
of Quattro delivery and V6 
diesel muscle has made for 
some entertaining cross¬ 
country dashes. With the S- 
tronic gearbox shifting in a 
super-slick fashion and the 
engine well and truly freed up 
the performance is hilarious 
quick. 

At least a dozen so-called hot 
hatch drivers have found 
themselves watching the Q5’s 
rear disappear into the distance 
and it does so with a pleasing 
multi-cylinder thrum. 

Even without having ever 
switched off the ESP system 
the Q5 is grippy and capable 
through the bends, and despite 
the unshakable fact that it is a 
relatively heavy car it never 
feels handicapped by its bulk 
and will duck and dive to follow 
a twisting road. 

Despite the distance covered 
and the variety of roads 
travelled, I still get the feeling 
that I’ve barely scratched the 
surface of the Q5’s ability. 
However, the next month could 
see the towing hitch and roof 
rails see some action, as well as 
it dipping its toes in mud or 
snow for the first time. 

Either way, the Q5 will be ready 
and able.

Ex-Spurs 
ace Hazard 
is pitch 
perfect for 
World Cup 
winner 

MICKY Hazard might have 
kept Ossie Ardiles on the 
bench for the 1984 UEFA 
Cnp final second leg - but 
the Argentinean clearly 
holds no grudges and the ex- 
Spurs and Chelsea 
midfielder is spearheading 
the Ossie Ardiles Soccer 
School. 

Teaching children to ‘play 
like Barcelona’ is the 
blueprint for Hazard’s role 
in the soccer school. 

Hazard, pictured above, who 
lives in East Herts, is a 
Black Cab driver nowadays 
but devotes as much time as 
he can to coaching young 
footballers. 

He explained: “For me it’s 
about educating them the 
Barcelona way rather than 
the English way. 

“What we do [with the 
coaching schools] is start 
some passing drills and 
work on movement. Then 
we have 45-minute games 
and then we play a World 
Cup tournament in the 
afternoon. 

“It was Ossie’s idea to 
launch this. We want it to 
become massive. We want to 
take it outside London and 
go to Sunderland, 
Birmingham - all over.” 
Fifty-one-year-old Hazard, 
who played 91 games for 
Tottenham from 1978 and 
1985 before a five-year spell 
at Chelsea where he played 
81 matches, said: “We want 
to teach the right way. I’m 
purely selfish. I only want to 
teach them the Barcelona 
way. 

“I think six-year-olds should 
play the same way as the 
first team. Who cares if you 
win or lose? We must need 
to teach them the right 
things in the end. It’s not to 
see a kids win a league 
medal but to see them break 
into the professional game. 
“It’s just about making kids 
understand and making 
them better players.” 
Organiser Sam Lansdale 
added: “Micky and Ossie 
design how we coach. They 
want them to have fun and 
want to teach them the right 
way.”

Learning to play 
the Ossie way 


Even when working as a 
manager back in Buenos Aires 
he would scream ‘come 
on’ at players and 
shouting 'yes’ rather 
than the Spanish 'si' 
when a goal is scored, 
much to the 

bemusement of his non- 
English speaking team! 

So it is a surprise to 
find him almost a silent 
witness to proceedings 
as I attend the final of 
four days of the Ossie 
Ardiles Soccer School 
at Sawbridgeworth 
Town EC’s Crofters End 
ground. 

It matters not a jot, I’m 
immediately invited by his 
former Spurs team-mate Micky 
Hazard to join in the coaching 
session. 

It quickly becomes apparent 
that the kids have been paying 
plenty of attention to Mr 
Hazard over the last four days. 
Even when barely a yard from 
goal, players are choosing to 
pass rather than shoot. 

Not a single goal is scored in 
the first 20 minutes - and that's 
not because these players are 
lacking a cutting edge in front 
of goal! 

The philosphy is passing, 
passing and more passing - 
playing ball to feet, finding 
space and making movement. 
Ardiles wants players to play a 
traditional Eatin way - 
Barcelona rather than 
Blackburn! 

The project started in Kent 
about a year ago, but now 
organisers want to bring the 
schools to the Spurs’ heartland 
of this part of the world. 

Hazard is continually barking 
out his orders, instructing the 
players what they should do 
and providing an explanation if 
he believes they have made a 
mistake. 

The children are set apart in 
two groups of mainly 7- and 9- 
years-old and those of about 9 
or 10 years and above. 

The pass and move philosophy 
is clear and the kids are 
relishing making a nice pass as 
much as setting up a goal. 
There are NO goalkeepers. 

All the boys are following 
Hazard’s advice - all except 
one boy who stands alone in 
the goal area just waiting for 
that ball to come to him so he 


can score! 

Having coached a youth 
football team myself for the 
last three years. I’ve seen this 
player time and time again. 

Just sitting there waiting to 
score. He wants the goals and 
the glory more than anything 
else. 

When the ball finally comes to 
him after 20 minutes of 
statuesque movement, he 
finally swings a right leg at it - 
and promptly misses the ball 
and almost falls over! 

Oh well. 

The others have got the right 
idea. 

The rest of the boys are all out 
to impress Ardiles. They might 
not have seen him play but you 


can sure as hell bet their 
fathers have reliably informed 
them of the great man’s talent 
from his days at White Hart 
Lane. 

Occasionally Ardiles will call 
Hazard over to pass on 
something he’s spotted in the 
game. 

I'm quite pleased I managed to 
nutmeg a 10-year-old with a 
sweet pass to a forward right in 
front of Ardiles. I shouldn’t be 
pleased about that though 
should I? 

I'm 39! 

The session ends after about 90 
minutes and having seen 
enough, Ardiles heads off for 
another pressing engagement. 
He’ll be back at 2pm for a 


question-and-answer session 
with the kids and to pose for 
more photos with a replica FA 
Cup and then a ‘mini World 
Cup’ tournament. 

Meanwhile, Hazard’s banter 
goes into overdrive. 

“Can I get some water please?” 
demands one boy. “No you 
can’t,” says the Sunderland- 
born 51-year-old with a quick 
wink at me. 

Hazard shares his time 
coaching youngsters with his 
other job which nowadays is 
driving a Black Cab around 
London. “I hate it,” he groans. 
His passion is clearly coaching 
football. 

“Right who’s going to buy me 
a burger?” he jokes. 


His fellow coach has finally 
bought him said burger and 
chips and he tells the kids: 

“I’m only eating this burger so 
you know that this is what you 
mustn’t eat when you’re 
professional footballers or 
otherwise you’ll end up like 
me,” he tells them before 
pointing to his belly. 

Hazard was an excellent player 
in his pomp. At Spurs he even 
kept Ardiles on the bench for 
the 1984 UEFA Cup final 
second leg, while he will 
always be remembered fondly 
at Stamford Bridge, his other 
footballing home. 

Another ’80s Spurs star, Paul 
Price, attended one of the 
sessions, while Ardiles can turn 
to the likes of Graham Roberts, 
Marc Falco, John Lacey and 
Steve Sedgely among others 
when he needs help to coach 
the kids. 

Sam Langdale, one of the 
organisers of the Ossie Ardiles 
Soccer School, has his theory 
of why this personable soccer 
school works so well. “This 
generation of footballers are 
the last of the ‘real people’. 

Just look at the Premiership 
stars today? Many are not 
approachable.” 

Hazard then cheekily asks me 
to run Langdale into Harlow as 
they need to order pictures of 
the youngsters with Ossie for 
souvenirs for the youngster’s 
time at the camp. 

I’m happy to oblige. You can't 
turn down an ex-Spurs player if 
you’re a fan can you? 

My legs are still stiff from the 
football. But at least I’ve learnt 
a bit about playing ‘The Ossie 
Way’.
